Tien Tsin, March 9--T.e Japan- 
anese forces lave advanced 
from the Yalu rivér. They have 
captured Fung Waty Cheng and 
have driven out tli® Russians in 
the vicinity to Fe Shulng, the 
eastern pass, and af@ in force sey- 
enty miles to thé east of New 
Chawng.

Naval officers in St. Pet- 
ersburg are confident of the cap- 
ture of these ships. ‘he foreign 
naval attaches think, however, that 
if the Vladivostok squadron ven- 
ture too far from the coast, it will 
be overwhelmed by the Japanese. 


Seoul, March 9—A party of nine 
Russians seized the Corean tele- 
graph station at Yung Ween to- 
day. It is reported that a fight 
has occurred between Coreans and 
Russians on the Coreen side of 
the Tumen River, ~ 


«-Rekio,. March,.8, (delayed) --It. 
is believed here that there has al- 
ready been a most decisive naval 
engagement in the vicinity of 
Vladivostok and tiding8 of it are 
anxiously awaited. The Japanese 
fleet, did not, it is said, go to 
Vladivostok for the purpose of 
bombarding the town, but to lo- 
cate and attack the cruisers of the 
Russian fleet stationed there. It 
is understood here that when the 
Japanese fleet arrived there on 
Sunday last, it found the Russian 
spuadron absent. If thisis true, 
it gave the Japanese squadron an 
advantage in the way of avoiding | 
j the inshore batteries, at the same 
time putting it in a position te 
prevent the Russian ships re-en- 
tering the harbor, It is doubtful 
|that the Japanese withdrew their 
jentire squadron unless the loca- 
jtion of the enemy had been dis- 
covered, as it meant surrendering | 
the adyantage of being in a_posi- 
tion between the enemy and the 
enemy’s base. There is a strong 
| possibility that the Japs found the 
| Russian ships in the vicinity of 
Possiet Bay and gave them battle 
there,
